NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 11

CURRENT SITUATION: Fire activity increased in southern California,
necessitating the mobilization of a Type Il Incident Management Team.

NICC mobilized six Type 1 helicopters, a caterer and a shower to the
Angeles National Forest. Many units in the southern half of the U. S. are
reporting high to extreme fire dangers.

SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA LARGE FIRES:

CANYON 2, Angeles NF. A Type 1l Incident Management Team (Bacon) is
assigned. This fire is north of Azusa, CA along Highway 39. One home and
two outbuildings were destroyed. Steep rugged terrain and heavy fuels are
hampering suppression efforts.

Hazardous trees along the highway and the fireline
were removed. Torching was observed inside the fireline.

California will be dry and locally breezy. Coastal and mountain
temperatures will be in the 60"s and 70"s, with valley and desert highs in
the 100"s. Alaska will be warm and dry over the central and eastern
portions, with widely scattered thunderstorms. Showers are possible in



northern and eastern Alaska, with mostly cloudy skies in the south.
Temperatures will range from the 60"s in the south, to the 70"s in the
east. Arizona and New Mexico will be mostly sunny, hot and dry. Southwest
winds gusting to 35 MPH are possible in northern Arizona. Isolated
thunderstorms are forecast for eastern Arizona and New Mexico.
